special handling and to see that it is authoritatively delivered prompt­ 
ly on Captain Lindbergh’s arrival.”

women never find their own 
voice. 
That’s the trouble with so 
many sy stems of teaching diction. 
Suppose the 
student has a coarse, 
common speaking voice to begin with. 
The teacher makes her imitate a 
musical, cultured voice. 
That’s all 
very well, hut the student who imi­ 
tates will never have any thing hut a 
fulse voice. 
In moments of ex cite­ 
ment or emotion she will go back to 
her original voice. 
“Finding y our own natural voice Is 
the first step in speech culture. Your 
real voice will be found to harmonize 
perfectly with y our personality . This 
voice will really ex press y ou and not 
some one else. It will come out with 
ease. 
Every woman can 
find 
this 
voice for herself. 
Once she has it 
‘placed’ her nex t step Is to nurture 
It, develop it naturally and make It 
ex pressive by means of education and 
practice. We are all ex tremely sensi­ 
tive to the voices around us. I know 
women who unconsciously affect the 
speech of the last person they have 
talked to. But this is only one phase 
of 'false voice.’

It Is Not Wise to Allow Ani­ 
mals All They Want. 


In an article calling attention to the 
fact that all kinds of liv e stock need 
salt, Prof. E. S. Good, head of the 
animal husbandry department of the 
Kentucky College of Agriculture and 
experiment station, says that working 
horses require about two ounces eaoli 
daily. 
They throw off 
considera ble 
salt In perspiration. An idle horse re 
quires only about an ounce dally. 
Cows giv ing milk and steers require 
an ounce daily. A sheep does well on 
half an ounce daily, while a pig re­ 
quires only about an eighth of an 
ounce. 
Hogs are often prov ided salt 
in mineral mixtures. 
The Kentucky 
experiment station recommends a mix­ 
ture of one part of salt, two parts of 
ground limestone and three parts of 
steam bone meal, all by weight 
Six lev el teaspoonfuls of barrel salt 
weigh about an ounce, which means 
that a working horse requires a dozen 
teaspoonfuls of salt daily. 
Many farmers find that keeping salt 
In boxes before stock is the best and 
simplest way of caring for this re­ 
quirement of animals.

Fitting Horse Collars 
Is Most Important Job 
The collar on a work horse should i 
lie easily on the shoulders and not re- | 
quire any force to push it into place. 
If force is necessary, it is too narrow, 
and Injury to the neck Is sure to re­ 
sult from its use. 
It should also rest 
ev enly upon the shoulders from top to 
bottom and not permit any see-saw 
motion. 
The top of the collar at the 
neck In front of the withers should 
rest on the neck. 
The next thing to determine Is that 
the collar Is not so narrow as ty 
pinch the animal’s neck. Between the 
inside of the collar and the neck there 
should be a space that will admit the 
fingers and this space should extend 
from top to bottom. 
Some horses are 
v ery heav y at the top of the neck and 
here the desired width may be found, 
but at the lower part of the neck, 
where the dev elopment may not be 
so heav y, the play is far too great. 
Horses that are compelled to work 
hard for any length of time In such 
collars inv ariably get sore shoulders. 
The secret In collar fitting consists 
In prev enting any sidewise mov ements 
of the collar, as they produce friction, 
which soon results in a sore neck.

Chick Activity Sought 
by Successful Farmers 
In brooding chicks successful poul­ 
try men take considerable pains to keep 
them activ e, points out L. M. Black, 
assistant extension poultry specialist 
for New J ersey. It is known that in­ 
activ ity is the first cause of toe-pick­ 
ing, feather-picking, and other v ices. 
Both the feeding system and the 
management 
of the chicks 
receiv e 
close attention. Plenty of room in the 
brooder house, sufficient mash hopper 
space, and plenty of drinking foun­ 
tains are to be found on the farms 
where the best flocks are produced. 
To prev ent ov erfeeding and the re 
sultant sluggishness and inactiv ity a 
careful watch is kept on how well the 
chicks clean up what is giv en them. 
“ For,” says Mr. Black, “ a hungry chick 
is activ e and the only time at which its 
appetite should be satisfied is in the 
ev ening. 
Inactiv ity breeds mischief 
and a mischiev ous chick is a source of 
trouble.” 


Hubam Is Good as White 
Clover as Honey Plant 
Hubam Is equally as good as the 
biennial white sweet clov er as a honey 
plant. 
Some think that It is ev en bet­ 
ter, but there Is no definite proof of 
this. 
In some localities this plant Is 
giv ing excellent results In keeping up 
the fertility of the soil, and its ex­ 
tremely rapid growth makes It a v al­ 
uable plant for pasture. 
It grows so 
rapidly under fav orable conditions that 
it furnishes a large amount of food 
per acre when used as pasture. 
Being 
an annual, a year is sav ed in the ro­ 
tation of crops compared with the 
• time required by the biennial sweet 
clov er, red clov er, or alsike clov er, 
although it probably does not add as 
much fertility to the soil In the one 
year as the others do io the two years. 
It grows so rapidly that It is able to 
smother out weeds, which are often 
quite a nuisance in fields of biennial 
clov er the first season after seeding. 


Renovate Old Pastures 
to Aid Carry ing Power 
Not one former in a hundred makes 
any effort to increase 
the carrying 
power of old blue grass pasture. 
And 
yet experiments at Ames (Iowa Agri 
cultural 
college) 
hav e 
prov ed 
be 
yond much question that it pays to 
disk up hide-bound blue grass pastuA 
and broadcast and harrow in on each 
acre some such seeding per acre os a 
couple pounds of alsike, a pound of 
red clov er and three pounds of scari­ 
fied sweet clov er. 
An application of 
100 pounds per acre of acid phosphate 
also helps but the cheapest results 
are obtained with merely disking and 
reseeding with a clov er mixture.

reception to the conqueror of the Atlantic, who is due to arrive in 
Washington not later than June 13. 
It is hoped th at all who are in­ 
terested in Captain Lindbergh and the air mail may send him a greet­ 
ing by air mail, to be delivered 
on his arrival in 
W ashington. Ar­ 
rangements will be made by the Post Office Department to give it 
special handling and to see that it is authoritatively delivered prompt­ 
ly on Captain Lindbergh’s arrival.”

It Is Not Wise to Allow Ani­ 
mals All They Want. 


In an article calling attention to the 
fact that all kinds of live stock need 
salt, Prof. E. S. Good, head of the 
animal husbandry department of the 
Kentucky College of Agriculture and 
experiment station, says that working 
horses require about two ounces each 
daily. 
They throw off considerable 
salt In perspiration. An idle horse re 
quires only about an ounce daily. 
Cows giving milk and steers require 
an ounce daily. A sheep does well on 
half an ounce dally, while a pig re 
quires only about an eighth of an 
ounce. 
Hogs are often provided salt 
in mineral mixtures. 
The Kentucky 
experiment station recommends a mix­ 
ture of one part of snit, two parts of 
ground limestone and three parts of 
steam bone meal, all by weight. 
Six level teaspoonfuls of barrel salt 
weigh about an ounce, which means 
that a working horse requires a dozen 
teaspoonfuls of salt daily. 
Many farmers find that keeping salt 
In boxes before stock is the best and 
simplest way of caring for this re­ 
quirement of animals. 
It is not wise to allow animals nil 
the salt they want, after it lins been 
withheld from them for any length of 
time. 
Hogs especially sometimes eat 
fatal quantities. Stock accustomed to 
salt obtain proper amounts to meet 
health requirements, when it is avail­ 
able in boxes at all times.

Fitting Horse Collars 
Is Most Important Job 
The collar on a work horse should 
lie easily on the shoulders and not re­ 
quire any force to push It Into place. 
If force is necessary, It Is too narrow, 
and Injury to the neck Is sure to re 
suit from its use. 
It should also rest 
evenly upon the shoulders from top to 
bottom and not permit any see-saw 
motion. The top of the collar at the 
neck in front of the withers should 
rest on the neck, 
i 
The next thing to determine Is that 
the collar Is not so narrow as tv 
pinch the animal’s neck. Between the 
Inside of the collar and the neck there 
should be a space that will admit the 
j fingers and this space should extend 
from top to bottom. Some horses are 
very heavy at the top of the neck and 
here the desired width may be found, 
but at the lower part of the neck, 
where the development may not be 
so heavy, the play is far too great. 
Horses that are compelled to work 
hard for any length of time In such 
collars invariably get sore shoulders. 
The secret in collar fitting consists 
in preventing any sidewise movements 
of the collar, as they produce friction, 
which soon results in a sore neck.

Chick Activity Sought 
by Successful Farmers 
In brooding chicks successful poul- 
trymen take considerable pains to keep 
them active, points out L. M. Black, 
assistant extension poultry specialist 
for New Jersey. It is known that In­ 
activity is the first cause of toe-pick­ 
ing, feather-picking, and other vices. 
Both the feeding system and the 
management of the chicks receive 
close attention. Plenty of room in the 
brooder house, sufficient mash hopper 
space, and plenty of drinking foun­ 
tains are to be found on the farms 
where the best flocks are produced. 
To prevent overfeeding and the re 
eultant sluggishness and inactivity a 
careful watch is kept on how well the 
chicks clean up what Is given them. 
“For,” says Mr. Block, “a hungry chick 
Is active and the only time at which its 
appetite should be satisfied Is In the 
evening.

Hubam Is Good as White 
Clover as Honey Plant 
Hubam is equally as good as the 
biennial white sweet clover as a honey 
plant. Some think that It is even bet­ 
ter, but there Is no definite proof of 
this. In some localities this plant Is 
giving excellent results in keeping up 
the fertility of the soil, and Its ex­ 
tremely rapid growth makes It a val­ 
uable plant for pasture. 
It grows so 
rapidly under favorable conditions that 
it furnishes a large amount of food 
per acre when used as pasture. Being 
an annual, a year is saved In the ro­ 
tation of crops compared with the 
•time required by the biennial sweet 
clover, red clover, or alsike clover, 
although it probably does uot add as 
much fertility to the soil In the one 
year as the others do in the two years. 
It grows so rapidly that it is able to 
smother out weeds, which are often 
quite a nuisance in fields of biennial 
clover the first season after seeding.

It Is Not Wise to Allow Ani­ 
mals All They Want. 


In an article calling attention to the 
fact that all kinds of live stock need 
salt, Prof. E. S. Good, head of the 
animal husbandry department of the 
Kentucky College of Agriculture and 
experiment station, soys that working 
horses require about two ounces each 
daily. 
They throw off considerable 
salt In perspiration. An Idle horse re­ 
quires only about an ounce daily. 
Cows giving milk and steers require 
an ounce dally. A sheep does well on 
half an ounce daily, while a pig re 
quires only about an eighth of an 
ounce. 
Hogs are often provided salt 
in mineral mixtures. 
The Kentucky 
experiment station recommends a mix­ 
ture of one part of salt, two parts of 
ground limestone and three parts of 
steam bone meal, all by weight. 
Six level teaspoonfuls of barrel salt 
weigh about an ounce, which means 
that a working horse requires a dozen 
teaspoonfuls of salt dally. 
Many farmers find that keeping salt 
In boxes before stock Is the best and 
simplest way of caring for this re­ 
quirement of anitnals. 
It is not wise to allow animals nil 
the salt they want, after It has been 
withheld from them for any length of 
time. 
Hogs especially sometimes eat 
fatal quantities. 
Stock accustomed to 
salt obtain proper amounts to meet 
health requirements, when It Is avail­ 
able In boxes at all times.

Fitting Horse Collars 
Is Most Important Job 
The collar on a work horse should J 
Ile easily on the shoulders and not re- | 
quire any force to push It Into place. 
lf force is necessary, It Is too narrow. 
and Injury to the neck Is sure to re 
suit from its use. 
It should also rest 
evenly upon the shoulders from top to 
bottom and not permit any see-saw 
motion. 
The top of the collar at the 
neck In front of the withers should 
rest on the neck. 
The next thing to determine is thai 
the collar Is not so narrow es tv 
pinch the animal’s neck. Between the 
Inside of the collar and the neck there 
should be a space that will admit the 
fingers and this space should extend 
from top to bottom. 
Some horses are 
very heavy at the top of the neck and 
here the desired width may be found, 
but at the lower part of the neck. 
where the development may not be 
so heavy, the play Is far too great. 
Horses that are compelled to work 
hard for any length of time In such 
collars invariably get sore shoulders. 
The secret In collar fitting consists 
In preventing any sidewise movements 
of the collar, as they produce friction, 
which soon results In a sore neck. 


Chick Activity Sought 
by Successful Farmers 
In brooding chicks successful poul- 
trymen take considerable pains to keep 
them active, points out L. M. Black, 
assistant extension poultry specialist 
for New Jersey. It is known that In­ 
activity Is the first cause of toe-pick­ 
ing, feather-picking, and other vices. 
Both the feeding system and the 
management of the chicks receive 
close attention. Plenty of room in the 
brooder house, sufficient mash hopper 
space, and plenty of drinking foun­ 
tains are to be found on the farms 
where the best flocks are produced. 
To prevent overfeeding and the re 
sultant sluggishness and inactivity a 
careful watch Is kept on how well the 
chicks clean up what is given them. 
“For,” says Mr. Block, *‘a hungry chick 
is active and the only time at which Its 
appetite should be satisfied is In the 
evening. 
Inactivity breeds mischief 
and a mischievous chick is a source of 
trouble.” 


Hubam Is Good as White 
Clover as Honey Plant 
Hubam Is equally as good as the 
biennial white sweet clover as a honey 
plant. 
Some think that It is even bet­ 
ter, but there Is no definite proof of 
this. 
In some localities this plant Is 
giving excellent results lo keeping up 
the fertility of the soil, and Its ex- 
tremely rapid growth makes It a val­ 
uable plant for pasture. 
It grows so 
rapidly under favorable conditions that 
it furnishes a large amount of food 
per acre when used as pasture. 
Being 
an annual, a year is saved In the ro­ 
tation of crops compared with the 
•time required by the biennial sweet 
clover, red clover, or alsike clover, 
although it probably does uot add as 
much fertility to the soil In the one 
year as the others do lo the two years. 
It grows so rapidly that It is able to 
smother out weeds, which are often 
quite a nuisance In fields of biennial 
clover the first season after seeding. 


Renovate Old Pastures 
to Aid Carrying Power 
Not one former In a hundred makes 
any effort to Increase the carrying 
power of old blue grass pasture. 
And 
yet experiments at Ames (Iowa Agr! 
cultural 
college) 
have 
proved

yond much question that It pays to 
disk up hide-bound blue grass pasture 
and broadcast and harrow In on each 
acre some such seeding per acre as a 
couple pounds of alsike, a pound of 
red clover and three pounds of scari­ 
fied sweet clover. 
An application of 
IOO pounds per acre of acid phosphate 
also helps but the cheapest results 
are obtained with merely disking and 
reseeding with a clover mixture.
